In the first place, we are not 
Sure that nations are paying cash because they 
are paying by shipping us the last of the world’s 
supply of monetary gold that is not already in our 
vaults, and we don’t know whether it will be 
worth anything when we have all of it.

“cash” for its purchases is to see that there is a 
balance in the exchange of goods and services. 
This isn’t true at present. And the principle sim- 
ply is not applicable to government financing. The 
point is that Congressman Rayburn compares the 
incomparable. 

Furthermore, Congressman Rayburn’s demand 
for cash payment for armament expenditures 
means little unless the country should go on a 
cash basis in all expenditures. Certainly, the 
country can pay cash for $450,000,000 spent on 
armament and it could easily raise additional 
taxes to cover this item, but it doesn’t mean any- 
thing if the total deficit at the end of the year is 
to-be greater than the year before. Bookkeeping 
which constantly robs Peter to pay Paul to justify 
every pending issue demanding more appropria- 
tions has been characteristic of New-Deal financ- 
ing. It has a way of looking good in an individual 
argument, but at the end of seven years the re- 
sulting increase in the national debt is impressive, 

Congressman Rayburn will be talking sound 
government finance when he says that the gov- 
ernment ought to pay cash for all of its trans- 
actions from here on out.
